A rate of 13.5 cents in the dollar was finally adopted at a special 


meeting of Altona Shire Council last Monday night. This is a rise of 35 |LIBER

per cent. on last year’s rate (10 cents in the dollar) and will cost the 


average ratepayer an extra $17.50. 

However, in moving the adoption of this rate Cr. G. 
den Dulk said Altona could still be the lowest rated munici- 
pality. Pan fees also have risen. The charge is now $14.45. 


Last year it was $11 


.20. 


Cr. den Dulk pointed out that considerable 
time had been taken to peruse and ‘frame this year’s 


estimates. Roughly, the 
14 cent in the doltar rate. 


However, argument had fol- 

lowed on how to follow the rate 
and the estimates had finally 
been approved for a rate of 
13.5¢. 
. Cr. den Dulk said if estimates 
are examined it will be noted 
that there has been no increase 
in this municipality for a num- 
ber of years. 

Councillors looked closely to 
see if a rise should occur this 
year and there was no other way. 
out, said Cr. den Dulk. 

He said the estimates, if com- 
pared with last year’s, reveal in- 
creases in expenditure on wages 
and services to ratepayers which 
made an increase in the rate 
unavoidable. 


Every item on the estimates is 
needed, said Cr. den Dulk. 

He said disagreement had 
arisen on the need for building 
the retaining wall on the reserve 
leased from the Board of Works 
(Cherry Lake, or as more com- 
monly known, “The Swamp’). 

The council has a moral ob- 
ligation to do this work, con- 

tinued Cr. den Dulk. 

He suggested that after three 
deputations to the Board of 
works on the council's proposals 
for beautifying the lake, some 
development around the swamp 
should be seen. 

He contended a withdrawal of 
plans at this stage may give the 
Board an unfavourable impres- 





estimates had needed a 


sion and prejudice any future re- 
quirements of the council. 

Contributions to private street 
schemes also had been discussed 
and some have been deferred, 

Cr. den Dulk said he considers 
they should have remained on 
the estimates and suggested it 
was not good financial policy to 

défer the roadworks which could 
have been completed in 1968. 

He agreed some of these costs 
could be deferred till next year, 
but pointed out that if all had 
been undertaken this year these 
works would have been finished. 
Now some of these will be on the 
1967-68 estimates, 

Cr. den Dulk announced money 
set aside for establishing the Al- 
tona North branch of the library 
has been deleted from the esti- 
mates. 

When amenilies are provided 
in the municipality progress of 
them should not be retarded said 
Cr. den Dulk, All are proud of 
these amenities and their stan- 
dard should be maintained. 

He beliefed that when ameni- 
lies such as the library are pro- 
vided in one part of the Shire 
the same benefit must be given 
the other sections, 

No more kindergartens | will 
be built this year said Cr. den 
Duk, 

The council cannot fulfill its 
promise to try and give all local 
children at least one year at 








kindergarten. 

The program for kindergar- 
tens is being retarded, which is 
not desirable, said Cr. den Dulk, 

However, he added, it is de- 
sirable to keep the rate lower. 

He pointed out that money has 
to be allocated for government. 
roads which will take 15 to 20 
years to complete. 

People live on these roads and 
if the allocation is lowered con- 
struction could take 25-30 years. 
In the meantime traffic from 
these unmade roads is diverted 
to constructed private streets 
and lessens their life. 

Cr. den Dulk considers sec- 
tions of government roads should 
be constructed each year. 
~» Attempts were made to keep 

Joan funds as low as possible 

said Cr. den Dulk. 


However, this means extra 
works would be charged against 
general revenue and this could 
mean an increase in rates, he 
added. By-paying for works 
out of loan funds, the burden of 
redemption is greater in the 
future, ‘said Cr. den Dulk. 

He said that in these esti- 
mates the loan funds are higher 
than desired, but there was no 
other way of financing certain 
works, 
certain amount of loan funds 
will have to be “used by this 
municipality for a number of 
years. 

In conclusion, Cr. den Dulk 
said that the councillors had 
never worked so hard on the 
estimates as this year, but as 
they do not want to retard the

In seconding the motion to 
adopt the 13.5c rate Cr. A. J. 
Fisher suggested heed should be

He said that in 1964 the rate 
was reduced from 2/2 to 2/- in 
the pound. He suggested the 
council were perhaps unwise in 
reducing this rate. 

Cr. Fisher pointed out that 
two years later, due to increased 
costs, due to the rate of pro- 
gress, due to costs put off to 
next year, the spending of 
$35,000 has been deferred for 
the sake of saving half a cent. 

If the rate had stayed at 2/2 
the work could have been done 
said Cr. Fisher. 

However, he said Altona still 
has the lowest rate in the 
western suburbs and perhaps one 
of the lowest in the metropolitan 
area. 

He said the rise of 35 per cent 
sounds a lot, but asked what had 
Sunshine, Williamstown or Keilor 
to show for their higher rates. 

Since the inception of the Al- 
lona Shire, the council had had 
@ unanimous agreement on the 
rate pointed out Cr. Fisher. He 
suggested councillors. consider 
this tradition and not despoil 
the record on this night, 

The Shire President, Cr. §. G. 
Mclntosk, asked councillors to 
vote on the motion. 

Crs. den Dulk, Fisher, H. W. 
Lee and J. J. Ginifer voted for 
the 13.5¢ rate and Crs. W. L. J. 
Crofts’ and K. Jurga against. 

The motion was carried, 

Absent were Crs. A. W. Bond 
and W. G. Cresser.

Party and it is the first time he 
has stood for eleetion to Federal 
Parliament. 


Lalor has always been a blue 
ribbon Labor seat and in previ- 
ous elections Mr. Pollard has 
been returned with an absolute 
majority. The most remarkable 


thing about the clection is that 
Mr. Lee received no aid from 
Government Ministers or Mem- 
bers. He campaigned without 
calling meetings and without any 
real promises. 


Mr. Lec has said he believed 
the surprise swing for the 
Liberal Party—and — himself 
came from Altona and Sunshine, 
which have always been tradi- 
tional Labor areas.

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EDITORIAL 
A RISE IN RATES 


in rates 






A decision confirming a rise 
in Altona, has been made. 

There have been some recriminations 
relative to aspects of the increase—some 
criticism on logical grounds and some not. 

It can be agreed that the increased im- 
post was based on an unfortunate combina- 
tion of circumstances—most of which were 
to an extent forseeable. 

The present rise in all its severity must 
be accepted. : 

Ratepayers, however, need an assurance 
that the Shire’s finances are under such con- 
trol as to prevent any likelihood of a repeti- 
tion of this year’s situation, . 

Obviously the loan position must have 
constant attention until a more equable posi- 
tion is reached. 

Loan service charges in proportion to 
revenue should not rise, but rather progres- 
sively reduce. , 3 : 

The resultant fact that necessary capi- 
tail works may be a direct charge against 
current revenue and will delay future pro- 
gress must also be accepted. 

The relationship between estimated ex- 
penditure and total net annual valuation (on 
which rates are based) must be the all- 
important consideration of councillors. 

It is likely that industrial build up may 
tend to restore the position. However, it is 
essential that councillors do not depend on 
fortuitous building and other activity, -but 
‘rather on an assessment based on known 
facts. 

All this can be summed up in one sen- 
tence: Council must “cut its cloth to suit 
its cape.” 

We repeat, it is not enough for expen- 
diture to be desirable. It must be necessary 
and expedient. ? :

Without many reports to hand 
this weekend, we are publish- 
ing an article on the trout’s 
feeding habits and we feel it 
will be of interest to all fresh- 
water fishermen. 


THE TROUT’S 
FEEDING HABITS 


Why is it that some streams, 
although they look like first- 
class trout waters, never pro- 
duce anything larger than a 
two pounder? 

The answer is there is insuffi- 
cient food in these streams to 
produce big fish. 


NATIVE FISH ARE SLOW 
FEEDERS . 

Our native fishes—blackfish, 
Murray cod, Macquarie perch. 
catfish and eels—are all sluggish 
fish and they feed mainly on 
items of food found on the bed 
of the, stream or lagoon. Yabbies 
and other creatures that inhabit 
the bottom of the streams are 
eaten freely, as are all those 
drowned land creatures which 
finish up on the river bed. Such 
items like worms, caterpillars, 
centipedes, efc.. make up the 
bulk of the food eaten by these 
sluggish fish. Trout, however, 
are vigorous fish and they de- 
pend less on bottom food than 
anything else for their feeding. 


THREE METHODS OF 
FEEDING 
BOTTOM FEEDING.-—Although 
trout will feed on the bottom 
at times, it usually only adopts 
this method when the water is 
discoloured, or when the food 
supply is so bad the fish have 
to rely on what is. washed into 
the stream. Thus the trout only 
feed extensively on the bottom 
in the early part of the season, 
er when the stream is dis- 
coloured after rain. ue 3 


MIDWATER FEEDING.—The 
trout spends almost two-thirds 
of its feeding time ranging 
through the stream searching for 
items of food being washed along 
in the current or chasing free- 
swimming nymphs. 

SURFACE FEEDING. — The 
trout feed at the surface when 
there is a number of insects 
hatching out on the surface or 
when there are numbers of land 
insects falling on to the water. 


WATCH THE INSECTS 

Usually when the trout are 
feeding at the surface it is quite 
easy to see what insect the fish 
are taking. All the fly man has 
to do is to match the natural 
with something in his fly box. 
It is seldom of any use casting 
a dry fly on deep water unless 
the fish are rising, but on shal- 
low waters the surface artificial 
will often take trout whether they 
are rising or not.

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THE IMPORTANCE OF 
INSECTS 

It may often be noticed that 
when a stream which has never 
been ‘stocked before is stocked 
with trout these fish will rapidly 
attain a large size. This is pos- 
sible because of the large supply 
of minnows and smelt in the 
stream and the large numbers 
of insects. 


We have a few native fish like 
the pigmy perch, gudgeon and 
galaxias which feed on insects 
but these fish are so few in 
numbers and so small that the 
insects available more than meet 
their needs. But when trout were 
released into the streams as fry 


they feed freely on the insects |P 


for the first 12 months and then 


‘turned: their attention to the 


small native fishes. The small 
fishes in our streams were not 
used to competing with or being 
chased by, so swift a fish that 
they were soon thinned out by 
the fast-growing, fast-feeding 
trout. . 


Most streams will be able to 
stand up to the stocking of trout 
for about four years, but after 
this period the available food 
supply will be so depleted that 
the younger generations of fish 
will be unable to attain the large 
size of their forefathers.

Little Hope For| TH 


Rail. Extension 


. It is reasonable to assume that on present al- 
ocations for railway extensions in Victoria, there is 
practically mo hope of the Altona railway line being 
extended to Westona Station, said Cr. J. J. Ginifer, 


M.P., in State Parliament 


last week. 


As a further attempt to obtain action on the 
extension, Cr. Ginifer said he would appreciate it if 
the Minister of Transport would discuss the matter. 
with him or perhaps receive a deputation from the 


Altona Shire Council. 


*Cr. Ginifer said— 

“I now desire to refer to sub- 
item 303 of the schedule, which 
provides for~ expenditure on 
other lines the construction of 
which hag been or may he 
authorised by Parliament.’ In 
this respect, I refer to thé Altona 
Railway, Extension Act which 
was passed by Parliament some 
18 months ago and which auth- 
orised certain railway exten- 
sions in Altona. Section 7 of that 
‘Act provides, inter alia— 


“ ‘Notwithstanding anything in 
section 5 of this Act the council 
of the Shire of Altona may with- 
out cost or expenses to the 
Board purchase or take and 
transfer to the Board free of all 
encumbrances (except necessary 
easements of sewerage) any 
land within the municipal dis- 
trict of the said shire which may 


-be required by the Board for 


the purposes of this Act - 


“The municipality has honoured 
its obligations in regard to this 
project. Sub-item 303 of the 
schedule to this Bill allocates 
only $50,000 for expenditure on 
railway extensions throughout 
Victoria. The work envisaged in 
the Altona Railway Extension 
Bill is estimated to cost in the 
vicinity of $190,000, although the 
allocation made for such work 
in this Bill is only $50,000. The 
council has been informed that 
the delay in providing the: rail- 
way extneison at Altona is oc- 
easioned by the exorbitant cost 
involved and that the question 
of grade separation also arises. 
The council has no argument 


with the Minister on the prin- 


ciple that in further railway ex- 
tensions the provision of addi- 
tional level crossings should be 
avoided. The estimated cost of 
the Altona’ railway extension is 
$190,000, and of the whole pro- 
ject, including grade separation, 
some $574,000. If this is the esti- 
mated cost of constructing 1 mile 
of railway line, it is reasonable 
to assume that there is practi- 
cally no hope of the provisions 
of the Act which authorised the 
Altona railway extneison being 
implemented. 


“The local council would like 
the Government to consider the 
suggestion that, although the 
Government’s policy is not to 
construct railway lines which 
entail additional level crossings, 
an exception might be made in 
this instance, because although 
no great volume of traffic would 
use the level crossing, there is 
great potential for this line from 
a passenger service point of 
view, particularly having in mind 
that Cabinet has agreed that 
the Altona council shall have the 


opportunity to purchase from 
the Government the former 
Truganina Explosives “Reserve 
for development as a housing 
estate. There is no public trans- 
way extension would provide a 
port in this area, and the rail- 
much-needed service. Further, 
the Altona council has offered 
to assist the Railway Depart- 
ment or the Government by de- 
positing the sum of $24,000 to 
meet the cost of installing lights 
and boom gates at the level 
crossing if the railways con- 
struct the line. I do not wish to 
detain honorable members any 
further at this stage, but I felt 
I should point out that there is 
a case for the Government to 
consider in connection with this 
proposed railway extension. I 
should appreciate it if, at some 
time in the near future, the 
Minister would discuss the mat- 
ter with me or perhaps receive 
a deputation from the Altona 
council,”

Attention Drawn 
To Rail Problems 


The attention of the Minister 
of Transport was drawn to three 
preblems associated with the 
Altona and Laverton areas by 
Cr. J. J. Ginifer, M.P., in Par- 
liament recently. 

Cr. Ginifer said: “I wish to 
relate my remarks to item 103, 
which deals with automatic 
signaling and, in particular, to 
the Altona service. - I direct the 
attention of the Minister to 
Transport to the, disappointment 
that was evident in Altona 
some few weeks > ago when, 
owing to an industrial dispute, 
the passenger service was inter- 
rupted. For a time, the whole 
service was withdrawn, thereby 
causing great inconvenience to 
local residents. There is no al- 
ternative public transport from 
Altona to the city which could, 
in the event of a break-down of 
the rail service, cope with the 
volume of passengers requiring 
transport. , 

“Under item No. 122, I direct 
the attention of the House to the 
train service from Werribee and 
Trains 
on this line are used in the 
mornings and evenings by stu- 
dents. It has been reported to 
me that overcrowding on some 
trains is such that it is almost 
impossible for passengers te 
join the trains at intermediate 
stations. I should be obliged if 
the Minister would investigate 
this complaint to ascertain 
whether the existing service 
could be augmented. 

“Ttem 106 relates to grade 
separation works at level cross- 
ings. It is pleasing that the Gov- 
ermmeént is making some head- 
way in the elimination of level 
crossings. In dealing with this 
item, the explanation memoran- 
dum circulated with the Bill 
states, inter alia— 

“ ‘In addition funds are required 
for Jand acquisition in praepara- 
tion for grade separation work 
te be carried out in later years.’ 

“One of th projects mentioned 
is grade separation at Millers 
Road. Paisley, I have been 
asked by the. local council to 
direct attention to this project; 
the council would like this work 
to be expidited as the delay is 
holding up road_ construction 
works in the area.”

At least once a day a 14-ton steam-heated road- 
tanker leaves Altona Refinery—as a result of PRA’s 
air pollution control measures. 


The tanker carries away sul- 
phur—99.98 per cent.” pure— 
which has been recovered from 
the refinery gas streams. 

Before the sulphur recovery 
plant was installed in 1959, the 
sulphur compounds recovered 
from crude oil were burned as 
waste products—and exhaled in- 
to the atmosphere as a dense, 
white smoke, aesthetically ob- 
jectionable and resulting in con- 
siderable Altona acrimony. 


But, today, the plant—through 
a series of burners and conden- 
sers—converts the sulphur gases 
to liquid at an average rate of 
about 20 tons a day : 
and the: smoke evil- has gone. 

The liquid sulphur is taken 
from the refinery in a tanker, 
steam heated for half an hour 
before the sulphur is piped in. 


The tanker goes to the Yarra- 
ville works of Imperial Chemi- 
cal Industries of Australia where 
the sulphur is used to manufac- 
ture sulphuric acid. 

The acid is used for many 
purposes, including fertilisers, 
and some returns: to the refinery 
to be used in refining processes. 

Air in its pure state is an in- 
visible, odourless mixture of 
gases. 


It contains about 78.per cent. 
nitrogen and 21 per cent. oxy- 
gen. The other one per cent. 
consists maifily of argon, car- 
bon dioxide and traces of neon, 
helium, ozone, xenon, hydrogen, 
methane, krypton and varying 
amounts of water vapor. 

In the strictest sense, air be- 
comes contaminated whenever 
anything is added to it. Yet, 
the atmosphere can contain con- 
taminants and remain unobjec- 
tionable. 

It becomes objectionable only 
when such large qualtities of im- 
purities are added that they can- 
not be dispersed by wind or in 
some other way. 


Air pollution is not a new 
problem. It was a problem long 
before the advent of fuel-burning 
locomotives, heavy industries, 
motor cars or oil refineries. 

. Mother. Nature herself is a 

prime-offender. ‘Trees are said 

to foul the air with 10 times 


more pollutants than all of 
man’s fires, factories and 
vehicles, 7 

They emit molecular sub- 


stances known as torpenor and 
esters, which are cast with sun- 
light to form a smog similar to 
the one produced by man-made 
pollutants, 


At the refineries at Altona and 
Adelaide PRA applies every 
possible control te prevent the 
air being polluted. 

Equipment necessary to bring 
about these controls is intro- 
duced or expanded whenever the 
neéd arises. More than half a 
million dollars has been spent 
at Altona alone. to control at- 
fmospheric and water pollution.

This week a new column is introduced for the 
gardening enthusiasts. Articles especially applicable 
to Altona conditions are being contributed by an ex-

The ever popular rose is the subject of this 


; first article. 


Very few gardens are without 
a rose. Roses re hardy and do 
not need a great deal of aiten- 
tion. © 


They do best in heavy soils 
but will give good results in 
sandy soil if organic content is 
built up and maintained. 

Whatever the soil type, a good 
dressing of compost, or animal 
manure will ensure plenty of 
flowers over a long life. 

During the growing season 
roses need little care beyond the 
removal of weeds, a summer 
mulch and yearly dressings of 
manure. 

When cutting flowers do not 
lake more stem than necessary, 
because the foliage makes food 
with which the plant makes 
new growth. 

Cut about half an inch above 
a leaf and leave at least two 
well developed leaves between 
cut and main stem. 

Do not let spent blooms devel 
ope fruit as these take much 
energy away from the plant. 

On no account should you 
remove the water shoot. 

These are the soft red shoots 
that often, during summer, 
grow from ihe base of the 
plants and are invaluable for 
rebuilding the frame work. 

However, these must not be 
confused with briar shoots 
which must be removed below 
the soil level. 

Briar shoots are easily recog- 
nised as they have seven pointed 
leaves whereas the rose has five 
rounded leaves. 

The spraying of roses is an 
important job. for thrip and 
aphids use Malathion or Rogor 
‘40°. If you mix Nicotine Sul- 


phate with either of these sprays 
it will serve to defeat any mil- 
dew. 

Vegetables that. can be planted 
now include Lettuce, Beetroot, 
Beans, Silver Beet, Tomatoes. 


FOR THE FLOWER GARDEN [ 


Border plants, include Allys- 
sum, Phlox, Petunia, Portu- 
laca, 

Taller varieties, Petunias Snap 
Dragons. Zinnias and Marigold. 
When planting seedlings it is 
advisable to give,a light dress- 
ing of Blood and Bone.

J. J. Ginifer, M.P., in State Parlia- 


ment last week, 


Cr. Ginifer said: 

“T now refer to the remarks of 
the honorable member for Rich- 
mond concerning primary schools 
at which there is a large migrant 
enrolment. My colleague made 
certain suggestions for assisting 
in educating migrant students 
and assimilating these young 
persons into the community. I do 
not altogether agree that migrant 
students should be taught by 
teachers who speak the same 
language. If ‘the teacher and 
the student belong to the one 
nationality, there is a tendency 
to lapse into their mother tongue 
rather than persevere with the 
English language. 


Inbuilt in our education sys- 
tem at present is a practice 
which could be utilized to assist 
in the education of migrant 
children. I refer to the fact 
that a number of primary teach- 
ers undertake nominated courses 
or part-time study courses. The 
majority of these teachers are 
used for limited periods “in 
secondary or technical schools, 
+ If their services could be 
utilized in primary schools where 
there is a predominant migrant 
population, the problem to which 
the honorable member for Rich- 
mond referred could be over- 
come. The teachers in question 
would still gain valuable tech- 
ing experience. 

A particular problem exists 
where children are slow to 
learn. Even with English-speak- 
ing students, there is always a 
preportion who have difficulty 
in grasping the fundamentals, 
not only of English, but of 
other subjects. It is with these 
students that a teacher is able 
to display his real teaching abil- 
ity. My suggestion therefore is 
that teachers who are under- 








i taking part-time» or nominated 
study courses should be used for 
remedial teaching so far as mi- 
grant students in primary schools 
are concerned. J hope the Min- 
ister of Education will give con- 
sideration to this suggestion.

Invisible, odorless (until oder- 
ised), natural gas is not particu- 
larly superior to our traditional 
towns gas as a fuel, but its 
advantages are its potentially 
lower cost and the vast quantities 
available. 

The flame of natural gas can- 
not be distinguished from that 
of towns gas, but the design of 
the burners must be different 
because of their different calori- 
fic value. 


LAG IN HOME 
BUILDING 


The general lag in home build- 
ing is strongly felt in Altona. 

In the year ended June, 1966, 
374 houses were completed in 
Altona. In the previous year 
524 were built (which was about 
the average of recent years). 

Other western suburban areas 
such as -Sunshine and Keilor. 
were also down, but not to the 
same degree as Altona. 

It seem at this time there are 
simply not enough building 
blocks available to satisfy the 
needs of prospective home buil- 
ders in this area. 

Present and prospective sub- 
divisional activity will no doubt 
rectify the position as also on 
a longer term basis the develop- 
ment of the Explosives Reserve. 

It is bad if home makers in- 
terested in Altona are forced to 
go elsewhere. - The adverse 
effect on Altona’s progress is 
also unfortunate. 

The necessary build-up of net 
annual valuation in the Shire 
will be retarded. 


150 Years of 


Natural Gas 


The gas industry in the USA 
this year is celebrating the 
150th anniversary of the use of 
natural gas in that country. 

Although natural gas was used 
in the USA from 1816, this was 
only possible close to the gas 
wells, because the only trans- 
mission pipe available consisted 
of hollow logs. 

Jt wasn’t until advances in 
steel welding in the late 1920's 
made possible big high-pressure 
long-distance pipe-lines that the 
wide distribution of natural gas 
became possible. 

Australia is now drawing on 
the 150 years of American ex- 
perience to develop our own 
natural gas resources, says the 
Gas Association. 











Culturally 


Deprived 


The Culturally Deprived was the subject of 
Dr. M. Balson’s' talk at the recent public meeting on 
education held in the Civic Hall. 


Research work on this matter 
has been undertaken at secon- 
dary level schools in the Gee- 
long area and Dr. Balson related 
details of this enquiry. 

The study arose out of the 
increasing concern being felt 
over the effects of the social- 
class membership of parents on 
certain aspects of school perfor- 
mance of their student children. 

Each year a substantial group 
of students fait to make normal 
progress in their school -Jearn- 
ing. 

These are generally the pupils 
whose school motivation, early 
homé experiences and future 
vocational aspirations handicap 
them in school work. 

Dr. Balson said the assump- 
tion is that there is, as in Gee- 
long, a higher instance of cul- 
turally deprived children in the 
western and northern suburbs of 
Melbourne rather than the east- 
ern suburbs. 

He spoke.on the problems of 
education of the culturally de- 
prived child. 

Children in this group do not 
make normal progress and this 
can be traced to experience in 
homes where culture is not 
transmitted. . 

Adults in these homes have 
a minimum level of education 
or there is poverty, large fami- 


lies, broken homes, or slum con- | & 


ditions. 
Children from these homes 
come unprepared for learning. 
Whereas, children from middle 
class homes are given instruc- 
tion—individual and timed— in 
the home. : 


These children are stimulated 
by their environment. They are 
spoken to and read to by their 
parents and have toys, games 
and books. 

Dr. Blason said all Jater learn- 
ing is likely to be influenced 


by the basic training received in | 


the first 5 or 6 years of a child’s 
life. 

He contends that the present 
school practices do not succeed 
in overcoming the problem.

Quarterly “rests refers to in- 
terest calculated on reducing 
balances at quarterly intervals. 
The interest for each quarter is 
on the balance of 
principal owing at the beginning 
of each quarter. 


Real Estate—According to the 
Estate Agents’ Act—‘‘Real Es- 
tate” includes any estate or in- 
terest in land or buildings, and 
any .goods, chattels or other 
property or assets included in 
any transaction’ relating to real 
estate. 


Requisition on Title—A list of 
questions which a purchaser or 
mortgagee of real or leasehold 
property or his solicitor puts in 
writing fo the vendor, or mort- 
gagor, ‘or his solicitor, for the 
purpose of ascertaining any de- 
fects in title and obtaining in- 
formation as to rates, rents, etc. 


A contract-of sale of real 
property usually provides: that 
requisitions shall be made’ with-. 
in ‘a short time after particulars 
of title are given and. the re- 
quisitions are made following -a 
search of the certificate of title 
if land is under the Torrens 
system, or inspection of the title 
deeds if it is not. 


Reserve Price—The Minimum 
price at which the owner of a 
property is prepared to sell his 
property at auction. 


Restrictive Covenant—A cov- 
enant on a title restricting the 
use of the land. It may be re- 
moved only by order-of the 
court. You should never assume 
that a restrictive covenant can 
be removed. * 7" 


R.O.W.—Right of way. 


Sale Note—The first document 
signed on buying a house is 
often a sale note instead of an 
ordinary contract of sale. 


For all practical purposes, this 
document, when signed by both 
parties, is as binding as a con- 
tract of sale and the buyer and 
seller should treat it as just as 
important as a contract of sale. 


Rent Before Loan—There is 
often a lag between an applica- 
tion for a loan and the granting 
of the Joan. 7 


When a house is under con- 
struction some builders enter, 
into a special arrangement for 
the buyer to pay a deposit, go 
into possession and pay a sum 
as “rent” until the loan from 
the bank or other financial in- 
stitution is forthcoming. 


This is entirely a matter for 
arrangement between builder 
and buyer. - 


“The rent” is also mutually 
agreed upon. If. the “rent” is 
too high, naturally the buyer is 
not interested, whereas it must 
be -high enough to- compensate 
the builder for the delay. 


This explains what to many 
people is an unusual circum- 
stance whereby you pay “‘rent’’ 
for a property you will buy in 
a few months’ time. 


-Subdivision—Literally a divi- 
sion into parts. The term is 


generally used in the sense of. 


dividing land into building lots. 
Before the land can be sold, it 
must be approved by the local 
council, other statutory authori- 
ties and the Titles Office.
